assive Silver Service Presented to the 
United States Battleship ‘‘ Minnesota.”’ 

















HE sterling silver service recently com- 

pleted for the State of Minnesota, which 
was presented to the United States bat- 
tleship Minnesota, Feb. 1, may justly be 
claimed as being one of the most notable 
of all similar gifts to the boats of the navy. 
Of the central feature of the set—the punch 
bowl, plateau and table, with accessories— 
it is no exaggeration to say that it is the 
largest and most elaborate piece borne by 
any of our battleships. 

The service throughout is unique -in its 
special features. the unusual de- 
sign and size of the pieces just named, the 
centerpicces are radically different from 
anything of the kind previously made. In

addition to their novel design they are in- 
teresting as examples of unusual and skil- 
fully planned electrical equipment. The 
serving pieces of the coffee set are notable 
for their giant size. 

The service, which was developed from 
designs suggested by A. H. Stem, the noted 
architect of St. Paul, Minn. and New 
York, may be most clearly classed as of the 
“Transition” or later Louis XV, period of 
the French schools, and while many of the 
pieces are exceedingly rich in symbolic and 
ornamental detail, with numerous figures 
and emblems in full relief, yet the great 
size and simple outlines of the pieces and 
the carefully stylistic treatment of all the 
detail has preserved in full measure the 
sense of restraint and dignity which should 
properly characterize the official gift of a 
great State. Every part of the work has 
been carried out with conscientious and 
painstaking care, every small detail having 
been specially designed, modeled and made 
for its particular place. The pieces are all 
of massive weight, hand-made throughout, 
and all serving pieces heavily gold-lined. 

It may be of further interest to note that 
the traditions of the craft have been ob- 
served in the fact of the plateau and punch 
bowl (illustrated on the front cover of this 
issue) being practically the work of one 
silversmith, thus preserving a unity of treat- 
ment hardly possible where many different 
hands have contributed to the work. The 





excellent modeling of the ornamental fea- 
tures and figures merits the highest praise, 


for though stylistically correct it has 
marked qualities of strength and _ spon- 
taneity. Indeed, whether from the stand- 


point of design or modeling or workman- 
ship, these pieces will bear comparison with 
the greatest products of the silversmiths’ 
art. 

The service comprises ‘the following 
pieces; Punch bowl, 24 punch cups, punch 
‘adle, plateau, two vases, large centerpiece, 
small centerpiece, pair of candelabra, cof- 
fee urn, tray for urn, sugar bowl, cream 
pitcher, serving tray, water pitcher, tray 
pitcher, cigar box and bronze table 

(carrying the plateau). 

The service was furnished through the 
E. A. Brown Co., of St. Paul, Minn., at a 
total cost of $10,000. It was made by Reed 
& Barton, silversmiths, Taunton, Mass. 

The punch bow! is 21% inches in diame- 
ter, 14% inches high and has a serving ca- 
pacity for 75 pints. Its total weight, includ- 
ing plateau and bow! complete is over 1,000 
ounces. 

The body is divided into eight large 
panels or flute forms by straps richly deco- 
rated with a guilloche pattern. On the front 
panel are the crossed flags—the Union 
Jack and the Admiral’s flag—with the in- 
scription: “Presented to the Battleship 
Minnesota by the State of Minnesota, 
1909.” On each side panel is a decorative 
arrangement of the State flower (the moc- 
casin). Above the panels is a wide band 
bearing the name of the State in large re- 
lief letters, flanked on either side by the 
national emblem, the eagle, heraldically 
displayed. The handle is formed by an 
allegorical figure, symbolizing the elements, 
the fish form of the lower body representing 
the sea, the body of the earth and the 
winged members (taking the place of arms) 
symbolizing the air. 

The bowl rests on an elaborate composi- 
tion, consisting of four repetitions of a 
group showing Neptune and Amphitrite 
with their emblems, the fore part of a deco- 
rative ship, ornamental cannons, festoons 
of laurel, dolphins and shell work. This 
group is arranged on a star-shaped base, 
from the points of which spring sea horses. 
Alternating with the horses are sea masks. 
The whole composition symbolizes naval 
supremacy. 

The eight-pointed star form of the base 
is a motif repeated in many pieces of the 
service, being an allusion to the title of the 
State, “The Star of the North,” as appears 
in the motto upon the State seal, L’Etoile 
du Nord. The bowl has no back or front, 


for 


rial from which side of the table the spec- 
tator may view the piece. 

The plateau is 42 inches long and has a 
circular raised plattorm 26 inches in diame- 


ter, which carries the bowl and 24 cups, 
each having its own special position marked 
by the star device and cable molding. 


Within this ring of cup-stands is a large 
star-shaped panel corresponding to the form 
of the base of the bowl. The spandrels or 
triangu'ar panels formed by the points of 
the star and the outer ring are enriched 
with a foliated scroll ornamentation and the 
State monogram. On the front wall of 
the platform is the seal of the State, sup-

ported by youthful Tritons and embellished 
with sea weed. This whole enrichment is 
repeated on the opposite side and at each 
end, with the exception that the end panels 
have the seal of the Navy Department. The 
walls are further enriched by anchors with 
twined dolphins and festoons of cab‘e 
chains. 

At each end of the plateau is an elab- 
orate handle supported by figures of mer- 
men, festooned with garlands of seashells. 
Just within the handle on the floor of the 
plateau is a large medallion bearing an 
etched picture of the State capitol On 
either side of this are spandrels, with deco- 
rative figures and sprays of the moccasin 
flower all treated in relief. The whole 
plateau is bound in a massive cable mold- 
ing. When in use as a centerpiece the pic- 
ture or the State capitol is concealed by the 
flower vases, each supported by four dol- 
phins standing on shellwork. On the body 
of the vases are sprays of the moccasin 
flower and the State monogram. The 
upper bodies are shelled. 

To carry this plateau and bowl an elab- 
orate bronze table has been specially de- 
signed and made. On this table the edge is 
of a shell pattern with a deep band below

At the two sides and ends of this 
band are trophy groups of guns and flags 
with the eagle above and massive swags of 
fruit festooned around the table. The legs 
terminate in dolphin forms, but are of con- 
cave section above to receive the mermaid 
figures, modeled in full relief. 

Below the table is a shelf designed to 
carry the cigar chest, which is about 13% 
inches long, about 74% inches wide, seven 
inches high, and has a capacity of 100 
cigars. It is a sterling silver chest lined 
with choice selected cedar. 

On the sloping sides of the cover are 
shown the seals of the State, with sprays 
of moccasin flower and at the ends the 
anchor with twined dolphins pendent from 
the rope molding framing the central in- 
scription panel. The front -wall of the 
casket is paneled with cable moldings. Cen- 
trally displayed is the eagle grasping the 
fasces and below the word “Minnesota.” 
At either side is repeated the anchor and 
dolphin motif. On each of the paneled 
ends of the box is a double dolphin handle 
ornamental plate of

The unique centerpiece for admiral, which 
is 31 inches diameter over all and 12 inches 
high, takes the form of an eight-pointed 
star. The points of the star are formed 
of the forward parts of ships’ hulls, deco- 
rative treatments of the hulls of mod- 
ern war vessels with rich embellishments. 
On each prow is a winged figure, symbolic 
of power and speed on the high seas, sup- 
porting a shell containing a tiny electric 
globe. Alternating with the hulls are or- 
namental cannon,, the nozzles belching forth 
their fire in the form of other miniature 
electric lamps. These eight vessels lift 
themselves from the seas into which the 
table of the base is modeled, the treatment 
indicating the swirl of the waters and re- 
vealing occasional glimpses of its finny 
denizens. At equal distances apart outside 
the rim of the base are four figures of mer- 
men springing from and supporting large 
open shells. From the shells issue larger 
electric lamps, above which are supported 
flower vases bearing the State monogram 
and flower and enriched with shellwork. 

The central drum, 12 inches in diameter, 
is equipped with a fern dish lining, and 
covering this and including the points of 
the star is a mesh cover for cut flowers.

As to Spots in Diamonds. 


HE value of diamonds is frequently af- 
fected by their containing dark specks, 
which in common parlance are called 
“flaws.” These specks are of various forms 
and colors, and if they occur very frequently 
in a stone they render it almost valueless, 
except for industrial purposes. According 
to the text-books on mineralogy the specks 
are formed of uncrystallized carbon, while 
the South African geologist, Cohen, pro- 
nounces these specks a product of oxide of 
iron. 

A process by which the flaws in diamonds 
may be eliminated would be of considerable 
practical value, and it is stated that a jew- 
eler named “Maillard,” of Paris, succeeded 
200 years ago in destroying black spots 
within a diamond by heating the stone toa 
very high temperature, air being excluded 
during the process. 

According to investigafions of Professor 
Henri Moissan, it appears that the spots are 
a product of carbon. Moissan had also suc- 
ceeded in eradicating specks, but his process 
was not available for commercial purposes, 
for it destroy ed the stone as such. Moissan 
destroyed a black diamond which showed 
several transparent places into a fine dark 
gray powder, the particles of which still 
contained a number of specks as seen under 
the microscope. This powder was plaeed in 
a tube through which oxygen was circulated 
for half an hour. It was evident by the ex- 
amination of the oxygen issuing from that 
tube that carbonic acid had formed and was 
absorbed by the oxygen. After cooling off 
the diamond powder in the tube was found 
to be absolutely white, and no more flaws 
could be seen, even under the microscope. 

The chemical process seems to indicate 
that the black substance contained in the 
diamond was dissolved by the oxygen form- 
ing carbonic acid. Small diamonds were 
not affected by this treatment, but Moissan 
believed that the bleaching of spots within 
diamonds may be employing 
oxygen under great pressure, which would 
penetrate into the diamond.

Girl Who Stole Chatons from Ostby & 

Barton Co. Placed on Probation. 

Provipence, R. L., Feb. 19.—The cases of 
Miss Ruth I. Wells, accused of embezzle- 
ment of chaton stones valued at $495 from 
the Ostby & Barton Co., and of Albert 
Bowerman and Charles Krumwiede for re- 
ceiving these goods, were heard before 
Judge Christopher M. Lee in the Sixth 
District Court this morning. Backed by 
the pleas of Chief Inspector Constant S, 
Horton, probation officer, Miss Margaret 
Dennehy and Assistant City Solicitor 
Cram, Miss Wells was placed on probation 
after she had retracted her plea of not guilty 
and admitted sufficient evidence to convict. 
Judge Lee also followed their pleas by 
asking Superintendent Arthur O. Ostby, of 
the Ostby & Barton Co., if he would give 
the. girl a position provided he placed her 
on probation.. Mr. Ostby admitted that 
the girl had always borne a good reputation 
and had been trustworthy until the pres- 
ent time, but he would not like to say off 
hand whether he would take her back, 
until he had given the matter consideration. 

Miss Dennehy said that the young woman 
had been of good reputation until her ar- 
rest, but that now she had lost her reputa- 
tion and position and she asked that Miss 
Wells be placed on probation. Assistant 
City Solicitor Cram, on behalf of the city, 
said he thought that probation was the 
best way to deal with this case which he 
thought would prove the redemption of the 
girl. He said he believed she yielded to 
temptation, but he said he did not have 
anything to say for the man, Bowerman, 
and that he did not think that probation 
in this case would tempt others to commit 
a like crime. She was then placed on pro- 
bation in charge of Miss Dennehy. 

Albert Bowerman, charged with receiv- 
ing the stolen goods, retracted his plea 
of not guilty and admitted sufficient evi- 
dence to convict. He was fined $150 and 
costs and took an appeal. Thomas Troy, 
an attorney, furnished bail. 

Charles Krumwiede, who conducts a 
manufacturing jewelry factory on Point 
St., who was charged with purchasing the 
chatons from Bowerman, was to have had 
a trial but by agreement the case was dis- 
continued on payment of costs. Bower- 
man’s appeal will be heard by the Superior 
Court.

Death of Henry Zuckweiler. 

PEKIN, IIL, Feb. 17.—Henry Zuckweiler, 
who died early on. the morning of Feb, 11, 
at the home of his son, Dr. George Zuck- 
weiler, on S. 5th St., was a yeteran jeweler 
of this town and for years prominent in 
the business world of this section of Illi- 
nois.. His death was due to Bright’s dis- 
ease and was not unexpected, as he had 
been ill for about a year. He had been 
confined to his bed for several weeks. 

Mr. Zuckweiler was a native of Ger- 
many, having been born in Rockhauser in 
1836, but he had practically lived all his 
life in this country, as he was brought to 
America by -his’parents when he was only 
five months old.

Mr. Zuckweiler started in the jewelry 
business here in 1859 and by his square 
dealing and absolute honesty built up a 
comfortable trade. He made a specialty of 
engraving, and for his work in this line at- 
tained a great reputation, receiving orders 
for engraving, not only from surrounding 
towns, but from Chicago as well. He re- 
mained in business’ at the one stand from 
the time he started, where for many years 
he continued alone but recently had asso- 
ciated with him his sons, George-and John. 

Deceased was married.at St. Louis, Jan. 
12, 1860, to Miss Anna Trader and, though 
seven children were born to the union, only 
the two sons survive. Mr. Zuckweiler also 
leaves a brother, two half brothers, two 
sisters and one half sister.

ring from the jewelry store of A. Baumann, 

1825 Magazine St., later made a confession 

to the police, told them where he had 
pawned jewelry in this city and now is 
awaiting with a fear that is almost terror, 
the trial which will send him to the peni- 
tentiary. The police are elated over the 
capture of the man, as they think he has 
been connected with jewelry thefts in other 
cities as well as this. On the other 'hand, 
jewelers here are very much pleased and 
are congratulating not only the police and 

Mr. Baumann, but members of T. Haus- 
mann & Sons and two of their clerks who 
rendered considerable aid in capturing the 
man. 

From what has been learned, Porter be- 
gan his operations early last month in 
New Orleans and visited many stores, 
About Feb. 6 he called at the store of T. 
Hausmann & Sons, but his actions excited 
the suspicion of Abe Hausmann while he 
was looking at some diamond rings and he 
was practically chased from the store and 
followed,

gold buttons and said he would come back 
to buy some jewelry. He came if orice or 
twice and was shown some diamond rings. 
On Thursday the man looked at some rings 
and went away and when Mr:Bawmann re- 
turned a few moments latér hé saw that a 
ring with a diamond weighingwo@Ver 1% 
carats wes missing from the tray and a 
cheap one was in its place. He immediate- 
ly started for the: police station, and on his 
way spoke to S. Coci, jeweler at 916 Poy- 
dras St., about the matter and Mr. Coci 
thought that the man might be the same 
one that visited Hausmann’s store. 

Mr. Hausmann was notified, and then the 
police officers, with the jeweler and two 
clerks from Mr. Hausmann’s who had fol- 
lowed Porter previously to a house at 638 
Carondelet St., started out to find him. 
They went to the house, surrounded it and 
the officers rushed in and arrested Kelley. 

The stolen ring was not found on him, 
but as Kelley was identified by Mr. Haus- 
mann and his clerks, he was held. An in- 
vestigation by the police disclosed the fact 
that he had been arrested Several fimes. 
After Kelley learned of the evidence piling 
up against him he finally confessed to Chief 
Reynolds, telling him that hethad pawned a 
quantity of jewelry at a S. Rampart St. 
shop. The keeper of the shop, Fertel, was 
later arrested for receiving stolen goods, 
but, though the ring taken from Mr. Bau- 
mann’s store was not found, from another 
pawnbroker the police recovered a locket 
which Kelley had stolen in January, from 
the store of Wm. Frantz & Co., by substi- 
tuting a cheap one in its place. Mr, Frantz 
later identified Kelley and lodged a com- 
plaint against him.

A Few Facts About the German Dia- 
mond Syndicate 
The latest reports from Germany con 
cerning the German diamond syndicate give 
an account of the plans and expected out- 
put of the company. 

The output will be strictly limited, so that 
the market will not be flooded and prices 
cut. The policy of the English syndicate 
will be followed. The annual product, it 
is expected, may reach about 140,000 carats. 
The stones are of different colors, but good, 
with an average value of 30 marks per 
carat. Most of the stones weigh from one- 
eighth to one-quarter carat. It is estimated 
by experts that about 70 per cent. of the de- 
mand is for stones of this size. The total 
annual demand for diamonds is estimated 
at 5,000,000 carats. 

The diamonds from the German posses- 
sions are found in an alluvial formation and 
lie loose in the sand. The cost of mining 
will therefore be considerably less than in 
South Africa. 

The syndicate is made up of various com- 
binations. Among them are the Lenz 
Stauch-Nissen group, the Berlin Commer- 
cial Co. and Kohnanskop group. The last 
is of minor importance and is controlled by 
Englishmen. It is agreed that all stones are 
to be sent to Liideritz Bay, where they will 
be taken by the syndicate. The companies 
that deliver will receive at once a part pay- 
ment to cover cost of mining. The stones 
will be weighed, packed and sent to Berlin 
under the owners’ names. 

Here they will be sorted and sold and 
owners credited with the profit. 

No definite arrangements have been made 
to establish a German diamond market. It 
seems improbable that either Hanau or 
Frankfort will be considered. Berlin seems 
to meet all the requirements. The syndi- 
cate has not decided whether it will limit 
itself to the selling of uncut stones or 
whether it will go into the cutting business. 
In the latter case the Hanau cutters will 
undoubtedly receive consideration. Con- 
cerning this matter a delegation from Hanau 
was assured by a representative of the 
lin Commercial Co. that Hanau would ob- 
tain its share. At present the cutting estab- 
lishments of that city can cut 5,000 carats 
a month, but this number cannot be in- 
creased without great difficulty, as both 
skilled cutters and establishments are lack- 
ing. The same representative gave assur- 
ances that the syndicate would work hand 
in hand with the London syndicate.

association was a review of his visits to 
Washington. 
There were about 40 members of the 


association present at the banquet, and a 
most enjoyable and satisfactory evening 
was reported both from a social and from 
a business standpoint. At the annual meet- 
ing of the association, held some time ago, 
it was decided to hold an informal dinner 
at which Mr. Howe could discuss, before 
the members of the association, the tariff 
situation, and last Thursday evening was 
the night decided upon for the dinner. 

Mr. Howe, who was the principal speaker 
of the evening, began his opening remarks 
by giving a concise historical review of the 
tariff, and then discussed the situation as 
relating to the jewelry trade in a most in- 
teresting manner. 

An important part of his speech related 
to the topic of the sharp competition with 
German manufacturers, and the efforts the 
latter are making to get trade in the United 
States. He pointed out’ that the German 
manufacturers already controlled the trade 
in South America and Mexico, and empha- 
sized the fact that if any reduction in the 
present tariff Should be made the German 
manufacturer could bring into this country 
his product and sell for less than the Amer- 
ican manufacturer can produce the ?same 
goods here. He pointed out that the Ger- 
man cost of labor was much less than the 
American, and concluded his remarks with 
a general review of the situation in this 
country. 

\n informal discussion was opened and a 
number of questions were asked by mem- 


bers of the association. Mr. Carter, of 
Carter, Howe & Co.; Mr. Clark, of Day, 
Clark & Co.; Mr. Stroebel, of Stroebel & 
Crane,; and Mr. Woodlands of Jones &

Death of Leonard W. Sweet. 

Word was received from Waterbury, 
Conn.,. yesterday that Leonard W. Sweet, 
president of L. W. Sweet & Co., one of the 
largest instalment jewelry houses of the 
country, had passed away Sunday, after 
suffering for some time with Bright’s -dis- 
ease. The funeral services were held ‘yes- 
terday. 

L. W. Sweet had been widely known. in 

the jewelry trade in New York for over 30 
vears, and the news of his death was re- 
ceived with deep regret ‘ahd. sorrow. by a 
host of friends throughotit Maiden Lane 
and vicinity. Mr. Sweet was born in Man- 
chester, N. H., but practically all of his 
business life had been passed in New York. 
He started as a jobbing jeweler 32° years 
ago, and at one time was agent for the 
Cheshire Watch Co. He formed the firm of 
L. W. Sweet & Co. in 1892, at which time 
he was in business at 32 Maiden Lane. This 
firm was succeeded by the firm of Sweet & 
Ellsworth in 1896, and in 1900 he purchased 
Mr. Ellsworth’s interest and with Benjamin 
Beekman and Samuel Raives, who ‘had been 
employed by him for many years, he formed 
the new firm of L. W. Sweet & Co., which 
continued a wholesale and retail jewelry 
business. Mr. Sweet was president of the 
firm, Benjamin Beekman was yice-presi- 
dent and treasurer, and Samuel Razier, sec¢ 
retary. The business was incorporated in 
March, 1903, under the New York laws, 
with a capital of $30,000, and since then 
made a specialty of instalment ac- 
counts. He established branch stores at 
389 Fulton St., Brooklyn, and 116 Newark 
Ave., Jersey City, and had agents in vari- 
nous cities of the country as well.

General Appraisers Decide That Certain 
So-called Reconstructed Sapphires 
Are Simpty Imitation Gems 
Dutiable at 20 Per Cent. 


The Board of General Appraisers handed 
down a decision last Friday of much inter- 
est to the jewelry trade as dealing with the 
much-discussed question of duty on so- 
called reconstructed or scientifically pre- 
pared “sapphires.” The Board overruled 
the protest of the importers and held that 
the goods were “imitation precious stones” 
dutiable at 20 per cent. ad valorem. The 
issue came up in the form of a protest filed 
by the American Express Co. in behalf of a 
client. 

The importer asserted that the sapphires 
are reconstructed or scientifically prepared 
stones, in all respects similar to genuine 
sapphires, and claimed them dutiable at 10 
per cent. as “precious stones.” The ap- 
praiser of the port reported that the so- 
called sapphires are merely a composition 
of paste or glass made to imitate sapphires. 

General Appraiser Sharretts, who writes 
the decision for the Board, states that tests 
confirm the appraiser’s statement. He says: 

The merchandise in question consists of certain 
imitation sapphires which the importers claim are 
reconstructed or _ scientifically prepared stones 
similar in all respects to genuine sapphires. The 
appraiser reports that the so-called sapphires are 
not stones in fact, but a composition of paste or 
glass made to imitate sapphires. Tests made of 
these articles confirm the correctness of the ap- 
praiser’s statement. We therefore overrule the 
protest claiming 10 per cent. ad valorem duty on 
the goods, and affirm in each case the Collector’s 
decision in assessing 20 per cent. ad valorem duty 
thereon under Par. 435 of Tariff Act of 1897.

ings of the season was 
Strengthened. that held Wednesday 


and Thursday of last week at New York 
by the National Wholesale Jewelers’ Asso- 
ciation of the United States, an organiza- 
tion of jobbers which has now on its mem- 
bership rolls practically all the leading 
houses in the distributing centers of the 
country, The importance of the meeting 
to the jobbing trade lay in the fact that at 
its gathering over a dozen jobbing houses 
of New York were added to the roll, and 
the metropolis, instead of being the weak- 
est section of the organization, has become 
one of the strongest, as all but one or two 
of the largest jobbers of New York have 
become members. Another important fea- 
ture was the good feeling which the meet- 
ing created among many firms that hereto- 
fore have been strong competitors, and 
almost enemies, The gathering discussed 
many matters of trade interest, the mem- 
bers exchanged views on. various topics, and 
altogether brought the wholesale trade in 
accord and on a united basis to an extent 
that they have not .been in many, many 
years. 

With its increased] membership, the Na- 
tional Wholesale Jewelers’ Association is a 
representative of, and can practically speak 
for, the jobbing trade of this country, and 
as such has an opportunity to do a great 
deal of good, provided its strength and 
efforts are used in the direction of the com- 
mon welfare of the trade. This very 
strength, however, can possibly be used 
against the interests of both manufacturers 
and retailers, although there was nothing 
at the meeting or in the ideas expressed at 
the meeting that gave any indication of this 
kind. 

For many years the jobber has been in 
an unfortunate position, between the manu- 
facturer on one hand and the retailer on 
the other, and almost every development in 
the lines of commerce to some extent has 
worked against his interest, while favoring 
either those from whom he bought or those 
to whom he sold. He has suffered from 
frenzied business methods, from “cut- 
throat’ competition, from long credits and 
similar evils, but his own skirts have been 
by no means clean, and the practices in 
which he has indulged (often to offset the 
abuses from which he suffered) have, in 
their turn, been a detriment to the manu- 
facturer and retailer. Now that the jobbers 
have a representative association of their 
own, and have agreed to act in accord, 
there is a possibility that many trade abuses 
—both those which the jobbers have created 
and those from which they have suffered— 
can be eliminated, If the day ever comes 
when the retailers and manufacturers can 
talk officially through their own organiza- 
tions (and the day seems to be dawning at 
present), the National Wholesale Jewelers’ 
Association will be in a position to meet 
delegates from these bodies and settle in 
conference, in a short time, certain dis- 
turbing elements in business which have 
been a subject of discussion and often 
litigation in the trade for very many years 
past. 

The great good of representative organ- 
izations comes from the fact that the various

e'ements in the trdde can, through them, 
speak to one another, advance their claims 
and get consideration for them, and there 
are few abuses which may not in this way 
be eliminated by mutual concession and 
compromise, After all, manufacturer, job- 
ber and retailer must realize that in the 
end their interests are, if not identical, at 
least interdependent, and that no one ele- 
ment of the trade can prosper long at the 
expense of the others. .When they speak to 
one another through organizations whose 
object is to further the general welfare 
and whose moving spirits are guided by 
common sense and consideration for the 
rights of others, they can accomplish in a 
short time more than they can reap through 
years of partisan business warfare or in- 
dividual action. When, however, the “big 
stick” spirit is in the ascendant and their 
power and influence is used not to com- 
mand consideration for their rights, but to 
get advantage that can be obtained only by 
force, then they are a menace to the entire 
trade and eventually to themselves. 

We hope that the spirit of good-fellow- 
ship, broadmindedness and the desire for 
the common welfare which is reported to 
have prevailed at the meeting of the Na- 
tional Wholesale Jewelers’ Association will 
be the keynote of its policy for years to 
come; if so, the retail jewelers and manu- 
facturers can profit by the example which 
the jobbers have set. 

HE question of the 
The Rural Parcels establishment of 
Post. a rural parcels post, 
over which there 
seems to be a difference of opinion in the 
jewelry trade, is now a live one, as the 
establishment of an experimental system in 
two counties (to be selected by the Post- 
master-General) is authorized by a _ pro- 
vision in the Post-Office Appropriation Bill 
reported to the Senate last week. The 
fixing of rates is to be prescribed by the 
Postmaster-General, who will report the re- 
sult of the experiment to Congress at the 
beginning of next year. 

Postmaster-General Meyer has asserted 
before the Senate that the establishment of 
a rural parcels post system will amount to 
an increase of $16,000,000 in the annual 
revenue, and he also believes that such a 
system is not subject to any of the objec- 
tions raised against the general parcels post, 
but, on the other hand, will give a distinct 
advantage to the retail dealers in the towns 
from which the post starts, as they’ alone 
will*have the benefit of it, and the dealers 
in the large cities will remain under present 
conditions.

How Should a Spring Work ?—Springs 
should be directed at the center of the part 
they gre intended to move, and this when

The force of the spring need 
not been discussed, for this has already 
been determined during the first period. 
These two results may be perfectly recon- 
ciled by slightly decentralizing the point of 
the jumper. It is true that the work re- 
mains the same, but it is better for the 
train to have a weak spring to overcome 
during a somewhat long passage, and that 
the jump of the star is made energetically. 
The jumper might be made according to 
Fig. 46, No. 2. 
The Stopping —The stoppings should al-

ways be effected normally; that is to say, 
it is necessary that the center of the stop- 
ping piece be located on the tangent of the 
wheel to be stopped. 

Let us take the wheel in the striking 
work, known as the third or stopping wheel

detent A is well placed, it is located on the 
tangent. It is otherwise with No. 2; there 
is a decomposition of power, and the paral- 
lelogram of the forces shows us that there 
is a force, x, which tends to make the 
pivoted detent enter toward the center of 
the wheel, thus obstructing the stop. If 
the center is within the tangent there will, 
on the contrary, be repulsion (No. 3). Let 
us consider a pivoted detent displaced at an 
angle of 12° (No. 2, Fig. 47), and the 
pressure equal to 36 grammes.

The pressure on the axis of the pivoted 
detent is therefore 35.2 grammes, and the 
force that tends to cause the detent to 
enter, in the direction of the arrow, is 7.4 
grammes.

a bc (Fig. 48) be right, but in modern 
timepieces we cannot realize this construc- 
tion. We can only approach it by making 
the nose of the quarter rack as long as 
possible. 

The construction that consists in effect- 
ing the hooking of the “long piece’ at b 
is defective; the quarter rack is- much bet- 
ter sustained when the nose is long, as the 
figure shows. 

In old repeaters the center of the “all or 
nothing” piece is always well located; the 
angle a b c is right, so that the stop is 
made on the tangent (Fig. 49).

Levers—Levers should be provided with 
curves that lead uniformly. 

Examples are not lacking in striking 
works. The quarter rack is led by the 
finger, the arm of the cremaiilere acts on 
the little lever that raises the “long piece,” 
the 12-toothed ratchet raises the lifting 
pieces of the hammers, etc. We shall see 
that these functions would gain materially 
by being constructed according to a theo- 
retical sketch. 

Let us examine four principal forms, for

which we propose to find the curves that 
lead uniformly (Figs. 50, 51, 52, 53). 

We know that, according to the theory 
of depthings or gearings, to obtain a uni- 
form movement it is necessary that the 
arms of the lever always remain in the 
same relation.

For this 
we transfer the equal divisions onto the 
two circles of rotation; these divisions 
represent the uniform movement. We trace 
the normals to the flank led, viz., ta, 2b, 
3c, 4d, etc.; then, with a radius equal to la, 
we trace an arc of a circle, having the point

to 2b, strike an arc of a circle having the 
point II for a center, and so on, The meet- 
ing point of all these arcs of circles gives 
the curve sought. Fig. 51 shows the curve

We may now ask, What is the best form 
suitable to employ—the straight flank or 
side, the convex form, or the concave form, 
etc.? The pitch line enables us to reply 
to this question. Under the term “pitch 
line”? we understand the line formed by 
the successive points of contact. To find 
it, we trace the cifcles passing by these 
points of contact, a, b, c, d, e (Fig. 50). 
We intersect these trajectories with the arcs 
of a circle having for its radius the length

If the pitch line draws near the primitive 
; rcle of the lever, we have much rolling 
d little sliding; on the contrary, if the 
tch line approximates the radius, we have 
ich sliding and little rolling, and the 
d or friction produces a great deal of 
istance and wear. One sees that the 
ms Figs. 51 and 52 are the best, because 
pitch line follows, for a sufficiently long 
riod, the primitive circle. The forms 
gs. 50 and 53 are bad, because the pitch 
approaches the radius which will pro- 





duce a very pronounced friction. It is 
therefore the straight side directed to the 
center and the concave form that should, 
by preference, be employed. We will add 
the remark that the curve which leads the 
right side (Fig. 51) is nothing else than 
an epicycloid, and that the pitch line is the 
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generative circle. If we make it lead too 
far it causes more friction or sliding, and 
consequently wear. The numbered wheels 
would therefore cause less friction. Prac- 
tice furnishes perfect reason for the theory, 
for, on examining the pinions of an old 
watch, we find that the extremity of the 
straight side has remained intact, while 
toward the inside it is worn hollow. In 
evolvent meshing the pitch line is a line 
inclined at an angle of 75° to the center 
line; there is, then, every instant, as much 
slipping as rolling, consequently the wear 
does not deform the teeth, which we also 
realize in practice. Fig. 55 shows the form 
we must give to the part a of the quarter 
rack so that the finger will lead uniformly. 
This condition is even more necessary in 
the case of five-minute racks, which have 
a longer lead. This curve is determined 
by the application of the above method. 
The curve a should occupy such a position 
that the finger will lead the quarter rack 
in equal quantity before and after the line 
of centers d c. 

Gearing of the Cremaillere or Winding 
Rack.—There is nothing more disagreeable 
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than where this depthing or gearing is 
badly executed, and unfortunately this oc- 
curs frequently. Adjusters know something 
about it; when they should have filed the 
teeth, they polish them, finally making all 


sorts of retouches, so that when the bolt is 
pressed one does not feel all the teeth. 
This gearing is nevertheless easy to trace. 
The evolvent gearing is preferably em- 
ployed. Take a pinion divided accordi1g to 
the number 16, and a winding rack divided 
according to the number 96 (Fig. 56). 
Strike, from the center of the winding rack 
or cremaillere, an are of a circle of 96 
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millimeters, and, from the center of the 
pinion, an arc of a circle of 16 millimeters ; 
then trace the interior tangent. The point 
where it intersects the line of centers gives 
the primitive radius of the two mobiles. 
If by chance the circles of 96 and 16 inter- 
sect one another, we can take 48 and 8, or 
another proportion. 

Through the point found we trace a line 
making an angle of 75° with the line of 
centers. From the center of the winding 
rack and of the pinion we trace the circum- 
ference tangential to this straight or right 
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line. The tangent points a give the center 
of curvature of the teeth. The thickness 
of the teeth is equal to 19/40 of the pitch. 
This gearing, easy to design and to execute, 
gives an excellent lead, The circle a al- 
lows the cutters to be easily made that give 
the exact shape. 

Gearing of the Quarter Rack in the Min- 
ute Dial Work—The most practical tracing 
for this gearing is the cycloidal form with 
straight side. We apply the tracing of Fig. 
51, but it is necessary primarily to deter- 
mine the primitive circles. Suppose that

ere are various kinds of snails—those 
quarter hours, hours and minutes. The 
ms that establish contact with the snails 
ost always have a circular movement, so 
the snails are not divided into equal 
o trace an hour snail (Fig. 58), we 
scribe, from the center of the snail, a 
le with a radius equal to the distance 





from the center of the snail to the arm of 
the cremaillere a b. This circle is divided 
into 12, and from each of the points we 
describe arcs of circles passing through the 
center a of the snail. 

Having determined the exterior and in- 
terior radii of the snail, the difference be- 
tween these two radii is divided into 11 
equal parts. The intersections with the 
arcs of the circle, previously traced, deter- 
mine the notches of the snail. Other snails 


are laid out on the same principle. There 
are machines for dividing snails which

automatically calculate the unequal divisions 
which the snails must have. 

The hour snail of the clock, known as 
“Morbier,’ is divided into equal parts, be- 
cause the arm of the cremaillere has a recti- 
linear movement. 

The arms that fall onto the snails should 
be so made that the arc of the circle passing 
through the center of the arm also passes 
through the center of the snail in such a 
manner that when the arm of the cremail- 
lere comes up against the 12 notch of the 
snail the arm of the lever is so formed that 
it does not tend to turn the snail forward 
or backward. The part that comes in con- 
tact with the snail cannot be filed in such a 
manner as to enable it to apply exactly on 
all the notches of the snail, because if it 
applied to the “one” notch it would be too 
small for the “12” notch. It must fit the 
“12” notch; in this case it is too small for 
the other notches, but not to an extent that 
is troublesome. 

In reality, when the arm of the cremail- 
lere comes in contact with the “one” notch 
we have an arm of a lever that tends to 
turn the snail in the direction of the arrow, 
while the inclined plane formed by the end 
of the arm tends to cause the snail to turn 
in the opposite direction, hence compensa- 
tion. It is necessary to take care in the 
minute snail not to change the radius of 
the arm of the minute rack, because this 
would make the snail inaccurate. 

It is also well not to smooth longi- 
tudinally the notches of the snails; on the 
contrary, they should be left with the rough 
cross filing.

It is for 
this that we carry the angle of 36° on a 
single side of the line of centers, so that 
one of the radii of action coincides with 
this line of centers (Fig. 59). The dimen- 
sion of the inclined planes is half the dis- 
tance between two teeth less the drop and 
the thickness of the teeth, viz. : 
360 


which is carried on the right side of the 
working radii. The magnitude of the in- 
clined planes is therefore a b and c d, a size 
which is obtained by the arcs of circles 
struck from the center of the anchor O. 
The angle of motion is obtained by joining 
O d; we have, therefore, the angle H o d., 
from which it is necessary to deduct 8° for 
the thickness of the tooth, measured from 
the center of the anchor; there remains, 
therefore, the angle M o d, which is the 
true angle of movement. We transfer this 
angle M o d outside of the tangent K o. 
The inclined plane of the entering lever is 
J b and the inclined plane of the exit lever 
is C f. The inclined planes are prolonged 
toward the back by curves which impart 
a recoil movement to the wheel during the 
supplementary arc. 

to make the anchor, prepare a washer 
fitted with two short staffs of a diameter 
furnished by the moduli (Fig. 29); it is 
this washer that becomes the anchor. A 
second washer is made of thin steel, which 
is filed in segment and adjusted on the 
short staff of the anchor. The first washer 
is filed even with the segment. A stroke 
of the round file is given at b, as indicated 
(Fig. 29). A small square is made in soft 
steel, open to 138°, which is set so that its 
apex passes the point b, and we trace b d. 
File b d with a slight convex curvature, 
then rest to re-bore the anchor at C and 
to impart the exterior form. The dimen- 
sions given in Fig. 29 are calculated for a 
wheel the diameter of which is equal to 1; 
for a wheel of 2.3 millimeters it will suffice 
to multiply all these diménsions by 2.3. 

We conclude with the hope that this work 
will be of some service to horologists, espe- 
cially to the young folks who devote their 
attention to difficult problems in horology. 
We hope that they will find that documents 
can aid them in the repairing or restoration 
and the construction of these interesting 
mechanisms.

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The Problem of Protecting the Jewelry Store 
Against Burglars and Thieves. 























66’THE problem of the protection of jew- 

elers against criminals grows in its 
perplexities from year to year,” recently re- 
marked Frank Heywood, of the Jewelers’ 
Security Alliance to a JEWELERS’ CIRCULAR 
representative. “The wanton disregard of 
human life which was displayed by the 
jewelry crooks of 1908 is startling in its 
range. If crooks were as noisy and as well 
advertised as fire departments, swords 
would be beaten into burglar alarms and 
bonds would be converted into member- 
ship certificates in the Alliance. 

“Absolutely correct statistics of the losses 
sustained by jewelers are impossible to cal- 
culate but in round figures nearly 1,000 
jewelers are touched annually, with a prop- 
erty loss of about $1,000,000. Arrests or 
convictions, except when the robbed jew- 
eler belongs to the 
tively few, Only about seven per cent. of 
the property lost by nonmembers is ever 
recovered. Th shuddering total of 30,000 
jewelry robberies since 1880 fails to reveal 
the true importance of the situation. The 
sin of it all fails to strike home because 
these robberies are not accomplished by 
prancing horses and shouting throngs. 
When Wolf, of Portland, Oregon, was mur- 
dered last May and his head pounded into 
jelly, the harassing details hardly created 
a ripple of interest a hundred miles away. 
Eleven jewelers are robbed to one who is 
burned out. One jeweler in every 30 is 
robbed annually. The shame of it all lies 
in the fact that much of this crime is en- 
tirely unnecessary and could be largely re- 
duced by the expenditure of a very few 
dollars. 

“Familiarity with danger breeds con- 
tempt. About 80,000 railway employees are 
killed annually, but the brakeman never 
lived who would acknowledge the possi- 
bility of his being Fear of an ex- 
plosion never enters the powder maker’s 
mind, yet it is undoubtedly a dangerous 
occupation in which he is engaged. There 
never has been but one oil-well shooter 
who retired; all the others have been killed, 
yet the shooter fails to acknowledge that 
there is any danger in his hazardous call- 
ing. And as it is with the above, so it is 
with the average jeweler. If he never has 
been robbed it is hard to convince him

“The excuses offered by certain jewelers 
for not joining this mutual organization for 
protection are innumerable. ‘I have a good 
safe.’ ‘I sleep in the place.’ ‘I have a 
good dog.’ ‘I carry indemnity insurance.’ 
‘I have a watchman.’ ‘The police pass my 
door frequently,’ are some of the 1001 ex- 
cuses. Some men will seldom join anything 
which anyone else belongs to. Others fail 
to know a good thing when they see it. 
But the real reason is in the majority of 
cases that the work the organization does 
costs something and a few jewelers are 
either too poor or too stingy to pay their 
share. 

“A good safe is a necessity though many 
jewelers do not possess any, strange as it 
may seem. A good safe is a fair- guar- 
antee against a fire loss but a burglar-proof 
never existed and never will. Some 
better than others but none is 
The ‘good safe’ loses its 
properties in many cases for a number of 
reasons. One is that the combination is 
known to too many people; again it is left 
on the shop number; oftentimes it is left 
unlocked while the proprietor is at dinner 
or elsewhere. But the important reason is 
that it is seldom located in a protected 
position, a favorable spot being in the rear 
of the store where it is encased in a parti- 
tion, leaving a room or space behind where 
the burglars can cut through its back un- 
seen and unmolested. 

“The proper location for a safe is as near 
the front of the store as possible. Its front, 
back or sides should never be obscured by 
partitions, walls or curtains and if possible 
it should be visible from all sides. It is 
advisable, too, that it should be set on a 
solid foundation in order that the burglars 
may not work on the bottom from beneath 
the floor. The combination should never 
be entrusted to any but a trusted employee, 
changed in case of his re- 
tirement. The safe, when containing any- 
thing of value, should always be fully 
locked when the attendants are absent from 
the store. Its combination should never 
be left at the shop number, for that is 
known to many a crook.

‘‘Sleeping in the place,’ is inadvisable 
if for no other reason than that the sleeper 
is very apt to be killed. The night occupant 
of the store, too, is fain to forget to lock 
the entrance doors, and frequently is in a 
condition where that feat may be impossible. 
Perhaps, too, he may entertain ‘friends,’ 
and the jeweler seldom knows who his 
real friends are. 

“The ‘good dog’ is a fallacy lionized only 
by novelties. No matter how faithful the 
beast a whiff of anise seed within a block 
and he will be the slave of the bearer for 
one night at least. 

“Indemnity insurance is a good thing, but 
it has its limitations, not the least of which 
is the fact that mighty few jewelers keep 
their books so they can prove a loss, and if 
they are not properly kept the jewelers 
cannot recover. 

“*The watchman’ is often about as worth- 
less as the ‘good dog.’ As a usual thing he 
is selected not because of his ability, but 
because there is no one else willing to serve. 
Many have been murdered whose physical 
condition was such that his employers 
should have been indicted as accessories be- 
fore the fact. Others have been entertained 
by an ‘old friend’ while the store was being 
looted. 

“A police force, too, has its limitations, 
though it is indispensable.. In some States 
it is handicapped by having to devote more 
time to the capture of cigarette vendors 
than to the apprehension of murderers and 
burglars. Then, too, in order to prevent 
breaches of the peace it is absolutely neces- 
sary for the police to be uniformed. His 
presence is advertised for blocks around by 
his shiny blue rags and yellow buttons. [1 
the nature of things he is comparatively 
useless in the capture of certain classes of 
criminals. Then, too, the spirit of economy 
runs rampant when police matters are 
for consideration. There is not a city in t! 
country which has a sufficient force to 
tend to minor crimes, let alone felor 
Oftentimes, too, circumstances interf 
with the work of the police.

ALHAMBRA VASE. This much-prized piece 
of pottery was found under the pavement 
of the palace of the first Moorish king of 
Granada, Mohammed-ben-Alhamar. It is 
Moorish in style and doubtless a XIV. cen- 
tury creation, It stands four feet three 
inches high, and is seven feet in circum- 
ference. Made of earthen ware, it has blue 
and golden-yellow luster decoration. It is 
Jarra ware. 

ALLANITE. A _ black, heavy mineral, oc- 
casionally cut for brilliant black gems. 

ALLNAUD porcelain factory at Limoges 
was founded 1798. 

ALTENBURG (Germany). While much re- 
mains in doubt concerning the stone ware 
made in this Saxony town and the neigh- 
boring country, some points are very con- 
clusive. Those pieces recently assigned to 
this section have a distinctive character in 
the yellowish clay, “simplicity of the shapes 
and the perfunctory manner in which they 
are decorated.” Besides the yellow, some 
pieces of a white ware are recently as- 
signed to this locality.

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phora was always oviform to pear shape. 
Those used for a source of supply for the 
table received embellishment of form at 
both neck and base, and these vases re- 
ceived all the artistic development the Gre- 
cian artist could so marvelously create. 
That the amphora was considered by the 
Greeks as their vase de luxe is clear from 
the beauty of the decoration and the care 
and skill displayed on them. On account 
of their vast number and difference in 
styles, connoisseurs have separated them 
into several groups, thus we have: Egyp- 
tian, Panathenaic, Tyrrhenian, Bacchic and 
Nolan (to each of which refer). 

AMPUL. (See ampulla.) 

AMPULLA (Lat.). A Roman flask for 
holding the oil and perfumes used for 
anointing the body after bathing or athletic 
exercises. It had usually flattened mouth 
and slender neck. It likewise was used for 
bringing wine to the table, when it had two 
handles and was of lenticular form. It 
took the place of the Greek lekythos. 

The term ampul or ampulla is used to

designate the cruet or vase used in ecclesi- 
astic ceremonies for holding wine, oil or 
water for Eucharistic service, baptisms, 
consecration of kings, etc. 

Ampyx (Gr.). An ornament used by the 
ancient Greeks. It is the same as the 
Roman frontale. “A btoad band or plate 
of metal, worn upon the forehead as a part 
of the head dress of Greek ladies of rank. 
It is often seen in ancient works of art, as

an attribute of female divinities. Artemis 
wears a frontal of gold. The ampyx was 
sometimes enriched with precious stones. 
It was also worn by horses and elephants. 
The cut is a copy of a Roman lady wearing 
the ampyx, as given by Montfaucon” (F. 
W. Fairholt). 

AMSTERDAM, Leonard Van. (See under 
Van). 

AMSTERDAM WARE. Hartog, a German, 
started a factory at this place about 1780. 
He came from Breslau. Taking the name 
Van Laun later he took a partner and 
formed the firm of Van Laun & Brandeis. 
It would seem that they also ran a factory 
at Arnheim (both tised the crowing cock 
as a mark). Blue faience was the output 
of this factory. 


AmsteEL (Holland). The Oud-Loosdrecht 
hard porcelain establishment near Am- 
sterdam was transferred to this place by 
Protestant Pastor de Moll. Pieces are 
marked “Amstel,” with the initials “M. O. 
L.” beneath, 

AMULA. (See ampulla.) 

Amystis (Lat.). A Roman cup that was 
drained at a single draught. 

ANADEM (Gr.). ‘The fillet that bound up

the hair of the ancient Greeks. 

ANAGLYPHA (Gr.). Strictly metal ves- 
sels having embossed decoration. But at 
times it is applied to cameos and statues as 
“anaglyphic.” 

ANATOLIAN MAJOLICA WARE “consists of 
those wares frequently found in collections. 
as cups and saucers, sprinklers, perfume 
vases, covered bowls and the like, generally 
pieces of small size. The ground is usually 
white, sometimes incised with cross lines 
by means of a piece of wood scratching the 
soft paste with a gay decoration of many 
colors, among which a brilliant yellow is 
conspicuous in scale work lattice and diaper 
patterns, flowers, etc. Its glaze is fre- 
quently not brilliant, but rather rough on 
the surface; but the pieces are well baked. 
This variety is ascribed to the fabrique of 
Kutahia in Anatolia” (Fortnum). These 
creations are of the XVI. and XVII. cen- 
turies. 

ANDENNE. In this Belgian locality a pot- 
tery was started 1783 by Joseph Winters, 
an experienced potter. After failure in this 
first venture in 1789 he started again. A 
Brussels modeler, William Richardot, pro- 
duced numerous clever groups here. 
Mark: A. D. W. Early last century printed 
ware was receiving special attention and 
was popular. 

ANDREA DELLA RoppraA. Ceramic artist. 
Nephew of Luca della Robbia. Was born 
1457; died, 1528. 

ANDREA DEL VEeERRoccHIO. An _ Italian 
goldsmith. He was the master of Leonardo 
da Vinci. Worked on the silver altar of 
San Giovanni. 

ANDREA DI CIONE OrcAGNA. Goldsmith 
who created the two silver bas reliefs on 
the altar of the Baptistry of Florence. 
He organized a school of artists, of whom 
were Forzane of Arrezzo and Leonardo 
of Florence. 

ANprREA, Of Ognibone. Goldsmith of’the 
XIV. century. Executed the altar front for 
the Cathedral of Pistoia, 1316; still extant. 

ANDREOLI, GIORGIO. Usually called 
“Maestro” Giorgio, this clever faience artist 
came from Pavia (Italy). He was a son 
of Pietro, of Castle Judeo. Accompanied 
by his brothers, Salimbene and Giovanni, 
he went to Gubbio, 1485. They enrolled as 
citizens, ‘1498. His characteristic style of 
decoration: Foliated scrolls, etc., terminat- 
ing in dolphins, eagles and human heads, 
trophies, masks, etc. His human figures are 
not first class, but he was a clever painter 


as well as modeler. Has been called “The 
Prince of Italian ceramists of the XVI. 
century.” His golden and ruby lusters are 
very beautiful. 

ANGEL EMBLEMS in decoration are: Ga- 
briel, a lily; Raphael, staff and gourd of a 
pilgrim; Chamuel, a cup and staff; Jophiel, 
a flaming sword; Uriel, a roll and book; 
Zadkiel, the sacrificial knife. 

ANGOULEME, THE. This factory of Paris 
started about 1780. Guerhard & Dihl were 
the founders. It produced hard porcelain. 
known as “porcelain du Duc d’Angotleme.” 

ANGOULEME in France had an earthen 
ware factory started by a monk, L. Sazerac, 
middle of the XVIII. century. 

ANTHEAUME. A _ ceramic artist of this 
name was one of the best that the Chantilly 
factory ever had, 

ANKH. The crux ansata. It is the

ANTEAUME. A Sévres painter of animals

ANTHEMION (Gr.). Probably the most 
popular motif in decoration throughout the 
centuries is the anthemion.

Question No, 2215.—Cement for Ame- 
thysts.—Could you kindly tell me what kind 
cement I should use to fasten a plug in 
im amethyst? I have tried pearl cement, 


hut it would not hold. W. G. 
ANSWER :—The best cement will not hold 

if not properly applied. Freedom from dirt 

and grease is a most essential condition. 


The next point that demands attention is 
to bring the cement itself into intimate 
contact with the surfaces to be united. To 
this end it is necessary to make the sur- 
faces to be joined at least as hot as the 
cement when applied. Another very im- 
portant point is to use as little cement as 
possible. By attending to these points even 
sealing wax will serve as a good cement, 
but a mixture of dissolved gum mastic and 
isinglass, the latter softened in water and 
dissolved in aicohol, with a little gum am- 
moniac wi!l make an excellent cement. 
Question No. 2216.—Melting Points of 
Metals.—How can I determine the melting 
points of metals, and what methods are 
usually employed? mM. FF. 
ANSWER :—The melting points of differ- 
ent metyls are often difficult to determine 
accurately. The Scientific American gives 
the following information on the subject: 
When we possess a sufficient bulk of the 
metal, we melt it in a crucible, This may 
be done in an indifferent atmosphere or 
under a layer of some flux which prevents 
access of the air, The lumps of metal will 
always have gases condensed upon them, 
however, and we are, hence, not dealing 
with pure substances. The same conditions 
will, however, prevail in practical opera- 
tions, and the crucible method is therefore, 
on the whole, the best, provided that we 
can avoid contamination with the materials 
of the crucible and other substances, The 
temperature is determined by dipping some 
electric thermometer or a thermo couple, 
protected by a tube of fire clay, into the 
metal. The temperature will keep constant 
ibout the melting and freezing points, which 
in thus easily be determined. When we 
ive only small masses of the metal or 
lloy at our disposal, the task is more diffi- 
ult, Berthelot proposed to fix a_ short 
ngth of wire of the respective metal be- 
veen two platinum wires, and bring it as 
ar the ends of the thermo couple as pos- 
ble in an electric or other furnace. The 
server had then to wait for the melting 
the wire, and simultaneously to read off 
e momentary temperature, As this is not 
sily done, Holborn and Day have placed 
e piece of wire in question between the 
0 wires of the thermo junction. When 


test wire melts the thermo current is 
mentarily interrupted, the galvanometer 





will swing back and the exact temperature 
is thus marked, But Holborn and Day did 
not deceive themselves as to the objections 
to the method. Working in air the wire 
will be oxidized, while in a reducing atmos- 
phere the thermo couple is exposed to the 
contaminating influence of the carbon 
monoxide generated in the carbon furnace 
usually employed. The sudden deflection 
of the galvanometer is easily overlooked, 
moreover, because the bead of the molten 
wire immediately closes the circuit again. 
This bead spoils the thermo junction, so 
that the couple has to be shortened after 
each test. Another simple method—a modi- 
fication of the Berthelot method—has re- 
cently been worked out by Richard Loebe, 
of Berlin. According to the Zeitschrift fir 
Elektrochemie, Loebe returns to the idea of 
Berthelot, and keeps the thermo junction 
and the test-wire circuit entirely separate. 
The operations are carried out in an electri- 
cally heated crucible, into which are lowered 
the leads of the thermo coup‘e, and close 
to them the platinum leads, between which 
the test wire is stretched. This wire should 
not be tco short, at least five millimeters 
in length, so that the molten metal drops 
off and does not form a bead, which would 
unite the two terminals, The circuit of 
the two platinum wires further contains a 
little battery and an electro magnet, whose 
armature strikes against a bell; that is to 
say, it is simply a bell circuit, which is 
normally closed, and which is interrupted 
when the wire melts. The observer keeps 
his eye on the galvanometer of the thermo 
couple, and takes a reading when the bell 
sounds: the observation is hence not so 
trying as with the other methods in which 
a momentary deflection of the galvanometer 
has to be waited for. The crucible may be 
charged with fluxes or with indifferent 
gases, and may be placed into a metallic 
bath; the platinum leads may be encased 
in a tube of fire clay, Although there is 
nothing very striking about Loebe’s method, 
it certainly appears to simplify the deter- 
minations considerably. 

Question No. 2217.—Case Hardening.— 
How can I case harden tools, such as sets 
punches and others used about the repair 
bench? C. &: 

ANSWER :—Case hardening is done as fol- 
lows, although the proportions vary in some 
cases: The tools are plunged red hot into 
a mixture composed of 1,000 parts ferro- 
cyanide of potassium, 2,000 parts rock salt, 
2,500 parts of bone dust, 200 parts charcoal 
and 500 parts hydrochloric acid. The tool 
is then heated again, placed once more for 
a few moments in the mixture, and finally, 
while still hot, immersed in co!d water.

The apparatus is made so 
that it can be easily and conveniently held 
in the hand. 

The advantages of applying lacquers by 
the spray method are many. There is no 
danger of omitting, as frequently is the 
case when lacquers are ‘brushed on, to 
apply the lacquer to some spot. All parts 
are evenly covered with a thin or thick 
coating, as may be necessary. All the ad- 
vantages of dip lacquering are obtained 
with none of the disadvantages of drip and 
other inconveniences. 

For applying lacquers of different colors 
by blending, the spray is capable of giving 
results impossible to produce by any other 
process. Not only can the spray be used 
for lacquers, but for bronzing, varnishing 
and the application of pigments. One of 
the useful applications is in the production 
of the verde-antique finish. 


In scratch-brushing gold and silver pre- 
vious to burnishing or buffing, the scratch- 
brush should be run wet, preferably with a 
soap solution of some kind, The theory of 
this operation is in the fact that the deposit 
is crystalline and the brush destroys the 
crystalline structure. If used dry, the 
crystals are apt to be torn off to a certain 
extent: but if the brush is lubricated, the 
wires slide over them and act as a bur- 
nisher without taking off any metal. The 
deposit is then rendered firm and hard.— 
The Brass World.
